troversy will constitute in reality the 
issues on which the campaign will have 
to be fought to square the ticket with 
the record and to make the situation 
log-ical.

Cleveland if I should go upon the plat- 
form committee and urge such u course, 
I should bo at once charged by the free- 
coinage Cleveland men with the pur-

DOWN ON PERRY. 


The Federation Men Say the 


Plasterer is Wholly to 


Blame. 


A Suggested Solution of the High 


School Building Strike 


Trouble. 


Brier mention waa made in the RBPUH- 


LIOAH last evening in reference to the 
itoppage of work on the High School 
building. About 30 union men qnit work 
because 8. F. Perry, tbe contracting 
plasterer, who withdrew from the Fed- 
eration, oome there to begin his part of 
work. 


The contract for the whole job waa let 


to Harrison Baker & Son. There are 
sub-contractors, among them 8. F. Ferry, 
who took the job of plastering at $500. 
Baker & Son, as we understand the eitna- 
:ion, would take figures from no sub- 
contractor, unless he would employ union 
men, 
and that was the understanding 


when Perry got his contract, bat a few 
days thereafter Perry began employing 
non-union plasterers, thereby taking him- 
self out of the Federation. When the fact 
became known that Perry had gone out 
contractors employing union men said 
there would be trouble when Perry came 
on tbe High School job. He went there 
yesterday to denden the floors when all 
of the union men down to the hod car- 
riers stopped work, and Perry was left 
alone. That wae the situation last night 
and such is the condition of things to- 
day, with the exception that Parry is not 
there, and only the stone cutters, who 
have no union, are at work. The build- 
ing is well under way, nearl} two stories 
bnilt up. 


It will be seen that Perry caused all 


the trouble. It is asserted that the tlooie 
were not ready to be deadened, and that 
Perry knew all of the men would qnit 
work if he attempted to strike a liok. 


A bub-oontraotor said to-day: "Perry 


got his contract under false pretense. He 
understood when he was in the Federa- 
tion tbat none but union men would be 
allowed on the job, and yet right after he 
got tbe contract he began employing 
scab labor. Ue knows he will not be 
permitted to do the work, nnd yet he is 
contrary and says he wilt. lie has vio - 
latod tbo agreement made when he ga t 
tbe job, und that violation lets him out 
It he will oome into the Federation again 
and put up a bond that he will keep his 
word in future, he may go to work. And 
besides that, if he comes back into 
the union be will have to put up 


fine of 825.00 or 8100.00 to the 


Plasterers' Union and a similar fine to 
the Hod Carriers' Union. 
I will say 


right here and now tbat if Furry does'nt 
toe tbe mark he will not strike a liok on 
the High School bnilding. No contractor 
employing union men will have anything 
to do with Perry. He is not in it with 
us." 


There were about 33 men employed on 


tbe High School bnilding, they are idle 
and will not go to work until a settlement 
ie effected. 


A SOLUTION. 


A general meeting of the Federation is 


to be held to-night 
It is suggested that 


the Federation will raise 8500 to be 
placed in the bands of Baker & Son to 
oover the plastering expense, which 
work tlsBy want done by union men. 
The Federation 
representatives 
say 


that Ferry having violated his agree- 
ment, cannot force his claim, nnd if shnt 
ont and should bring suit against Baker 
& Son no jury wculd give him damages. 
The Federation may raise tbe $500 to 
secure Baker & Jon, and then the work 
will prodeed without further diflionlty. 


Mr. Perry was seen by the REPUBLICAN 


reporter lost evening. He said he had 
the contract 
and intended to do the 


work. 


The course taken by the members of 


the Board of Education has been careful 
from the start. Baker A Son are under 
the bond to have the work done by the 
opening of the schools in September, Init 
there is a strike clause in the contract, 
which relieves Bakor & Son from liability, 
Possibly the trouble will be over by 
to-morrow, when operations may be re- 
sumed. There is no trouble at the other 
school houses.

A FLOOD AT LINCOLN. 


A Oloud Burst in Logan County— 


A Man Killed by Lightning. 


Lincoln was visited yesterday after- 


noon 
by 
tbe 
heaviest 
storm ever 


mown, even by citizens who have lived 
there sixty years. Every plonk side walk 
waa afloat, and not less than a dozen 
blocks of tbe streets were nnder water. 
At on» house rescuers waded in the water 
breast deep to get oat some ladies, and 
many others bad from one to two feet of 
water on their parlor carpets 
Not a 


cellar in the town 19 dry, and the average 
was from four to six feet of water. 
Latham park was ianndated, tbe water 
being five feet deep in places. Scarcely 
a block of the street railway was above 
the water, and on tbe Union street line 
one point waa soovered by eighteen inohe 
of water, while in a oat on the State 
line there was fully three feet covering 
tbe track. 


Every business boose was obliged to do 


without gas and many residences were 
dark for the reason that the gas pipes 
were all full of water, Tbe electric street 
cars are all left out on tbe line dead and 
traffic of any kind was impossible. A 
small ditch on front of the high school 
was the center of a roaring stream six 
feet deep, and the low places along tbe 
line of the Hubioon sewer and covered 
with water at different depths. 


In tbe afternoon just as the storm com 


menoed lightning struck a laborer namec 
Cornelius Hoagland, wbo was taking 
shelter under the ebeda at the P., P. 
E. stock yards just a few feet from where 
another man was killed by lightning less 
than two years ago. He had been to 
witness tbe ball game and could noi 
reach the city. Mr, Hoagland was com 
monly known as "Tube," and was a man 
M years old. He leaves a son, Wilban 
Hoagland, and two daughters, Mrs. Lini 
Lilley and Mrs. Pat Bushel, and a daagh 
ter, Miss Maude Hardy, now iu tbe In 
dnstrial school of Alton.
